•tabilizcd iton^ a 40t)-mile line of trenches 
running from tWtJorth Sea to the Swiss bor- 
der. For nearly four years several million 
men wcr^^-to drag out a miserable existence 
whlle'lhey hugged the raw earth al6ng this 
linj-^^nlf Itlnrls of weather. Countless num-' 



tocirs of thera were to be killed or wounaea.

shattered bits of bone. 

Tho year 1915 was to be a time for raJsinK 
new armies, for preparing to produce more- 
weapons and ammunition, and for tnakln^- 



plans for futurs assaults. Meanwhile, action 
along the Western Front was stalemated al- 
though there was plenty of useless fighting 
and useless dying. By the end of 1915 so little 
had been accompllabed on this front that 
three hard-won miles marked the greatest ad- 
vance made. ~ ~ 

The year began badly for the Allies when 
the British battleship Formidable was sunk by 
a U-boat on Janliary 'l. The Germans had fewr 
' Bjbn i aiin e s as y e t, btt t-t|>«y^wer^-industriou 
ly building many more. 

The Briuah navy struck back on January 24 
when one of its fleets encountered a German 
-squadron in the North Sea. Since the Ger- 
mans were outnumbered and outgunned they 
tried to get back to Heligoland. During the 
'r u n ning DatllB, th e Btttlsh pou ndod tho fl ag- 
Ing ships heavily..«rtd might have sunk even 
more of them If Admiral Beatty's instruc- 
tions had notTjcen misread. 

The end of January saw the first use of 

g(;ison gas when the Germans, fighting at 
olimov In Poland, fired numerous gas-fllled 



shells. But Inexperience with the new weapon 
and bitter cold weather, which, slows down 
chemical reaction, rendered the attack so un- 
successful that the Russians^did not bother to 
report it to their allies. In less than three 
months, French and Canadian troops at Ypres 
were t o Jin thout-faow- d ea d l y p oison g as can ~ 
bp on a warm spring day. 

On February 4, the war toolc a new turn 
when the German government 'proclaimed a 
Biibmari ne blockade of Gre at Britain apdjre- 
land. Any merchant shIF— a^ffsutrai one 
— that entered those coastal waters might have 
torpedoes fired at it without warning. 

The United States promptly notified Ger- 
jtnany that it would be held responsible if 
American ships or people were harmed. 
Am^riwin. rild pnt take the bloc kade an- 



nouncement seriously. JEven in wartime they 
had been able to take passage to Europe when- 
ever they wished. Tickets were heing-sold for 
the May 1 sailing of the Cunard luxury liner 
Lusitanla, and many American citizens bought 
them..
